Seven Unions Ready 
to Resist Board. 


Another railway strike threat, in- 
volving at least the 600,000 members’ 
of the railway employés’ department 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
has developed. 

Pitted against what its officers call 
“an effort to crush our organization 
completély,” the department, which 
has been in sixth biennial convention 
here two weeks, yesterday voted to 
send out strike ballots. 

“If there is a strike—and I feel sure 
our men will vote solidly for it—it will 
be in protest of the action of railways 
in ignoring decisions of the United 
States railroad labor board,” said B. M. 
Jewell, president @f the railway em- 
ployés department, last night. 

Reduced Wages the Cause. 

“The carriers have arbitrarily re- 
duced wages, in defiance of the board, 
have restored the piece work system, 
and have resorted to the * farming out’ 
system, which is a mere subterfuge by 
which they dodge labor board rulings. 

“A year ago our membership voted 
overwhelmingly in favor of a walkout 
in protest against the 12 per cent w 
reduction already then announced and 
given effect last July. When the strike 
date, came, however, we favored peace, 
becauge of assurances given by the 
labor be that no further wage reduc- 


“But this time, I am sure, the 
will come to a showdown. So far as

“The precise wording of the strike 
ballots is yet to be determined, but 
the question will be: . To strike or not 
to strike? ' The ballots probably will 
be sent out within a short time and 
the results should be known within 

Seven Unions Are Involved. 

The six federated shop crafts and 
the Switchmen’s Union of North 
America constitute the railway em- 
ployés’ department. Mr. Jewell said 
that, for the most part, their griev- 
ances center about the contract or 
“farming out” system. 

“The roads,” he said, “are dodging 
the board's rulings by letting out entire 
shops to contractors technically not 
within the jurisdiction of the labor 
board. But they have done not only 
this, but, in several instances, have 
pointedly refused to abide by the 
board’s rulings, without so much as re- 
sorting to this obvious subterfuge. 

Want Test of Powers. 

“The carriers have been ‘getting 
away with it’ thus far. We are going 
to find out whether they can continue 
to do so. The boagg, it must be re- 
membered, has no real power to en- 
force its decisions. It must rely solely 
upon the influence of public opinion.” 

Complaints in connection with the 
farming out system involving several! 
roads, notably the Erie, are now pend- 
ing before the railroad labor board. It 
had been expected a decision would be 
rendered early next month, after the 
present wage hearings have been con- 
cluded. 

Several thousand men on the West- 
ern Maryland railway have been on 
strike for some time against farming 
out of maintenance of way work and 
railway shops. 
wages have been greatly reduced and 
their working conditions have 
impaired.

Washington, D. C., April 21.—{Spe- 
that influential oi!

quiry introduced today by Senator La 
Follette of Wisconsin. 

Former Secretary of the Navy Dan- 
jels will arrive tomorrow to help Sen- 
ator La Follette lead the attack on the 
Harding administration policy of shar- 
ing the navy reserve oil with the oil 
companies. Mr. Daniels asserts that it 
has yielded a special privilege to the 
oii companies that had been denied 
them by the Wilson administration. 
The leases are represented by Secre- 
tary Fall to be protective measures 
primarily and President Harding has 
made it known that he welcomes any 
investigation. 

Asserts Plan Conserves Oil. 


The administration will endeavor to 
prove that it is conserving the navy 
oil which the Wilson administration 
was allowing the Standard Oil com- 


pany to draw from the navy reserves | __ 


without compensation to the govern- 
ment. The secretary asserts that 
the navy lacked adequate facilities for 
storing the oil and that the only altern- 
ative was to share the oil with the com- 
panies on terms that give the govern- 
ment compensation for the share go- 
ing to the companies. 

In a letter to Senator La 
former Secretary Daniels said: 

“During the war there was a hard

” drive by those who claimed ownership 


to these lands and the matter was so 
pressed then that the navy had to 


‘stand in ‘the way of the exploitation of 


this oil reserve. Secretary Payne re- 
fused to approve the applications for 
leases and he was very wise and far 
seeing in so doing. 
Alleges Forged Signature. 
“In my judgment it would be a great 
wrong to lease these oil reserves. The 


wisest policy of conservation as well. 


as the navy’s efficiency in the future 


depends largely upon holding these 


naval oil reserves intact. 

“You may be interested in knowing 
that when I first looked into this mat- 
ter, when the first application was 
made, I found that the claims on the 
navy oil reserves were asked for in the 
name of parties working in the stock 
yards in Chicago, who upon inquiry 
declared that they had never made ap- 
plication for the oil lands and the appli- 
cation presented bearing their names 
were in fact signatures that they had 
made in Chicago supposing they were 
signing a petition for an election. Many 
of these applications were grossly 
fraudulent and nearly all of them were 
made after President Taft set the re- 
serve apart the use of the navy. 

Should Stop Exploitation. 

“The persistent attempts to lease 
these lands began in 1913 and were 
kept up until my term of office expired. 
It wae a battle during my entire term 
and I was happy upon retirement to 
private life that the navy department, 
alded by Attorney General Gregory and 
Secretary Payne, blosked the insidious 


’ propaganda to exploit the reserves. 


“In 1913, after conference with the 


department of the interior, the navy 


department decided upon the policy of 
building all naval ships as oil burners. 
The experiences of the war demon- 
strated the wisdom of the course. In 
my judgment not one acre of the naval 
reserve should be leased and congress 
should set a face of flint against the 
present exploitations.”

Rail Line to Peking Cut. 
SHANGHAI, April 21.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.J}—The Shanghai-Nank- 
ing railroad is refusing to carry pas- 
sengers or freight farther north than 
Nanking, due to military operations 
threatening between the troops of Gen. 
Chang Tso Ling, governor of Man- 
churia, and Gen. Wu Pei Fu. The 
only available route from Shanghai 
into Tien Tsin or Peking is by steam- 
er, and accommodations on all steam- 
ers are taxed to the limit. 

A break. in the railroad between 
Tsinan and Tien Tsin has been report- 
ed here, seventeen miles of track hav- 
ing been torn up between Tangkuan- 
Chu and Tsinghuien, tying up traffic 
indefinitely. 

The situation in Shanghai is quiet.

N 1902, just twenty years the 
death rate from smallpox in the reg- 

@f istration area was one and one-half 
times as high as was the death rate 

a typhoid fever in sixty-nine cities 

In 1920 the number of deaths from 
smallpox in the registration area was 
508. This was almost half as many 
deaths as were due to typhoid fever in 
the sixty-nine cities. 

This means that though smallpox is 
“ down,” it is not “ out” by a lot. When 
the umpire counts over the fallen foe he 
never gets much beyond five before the 
groggy slugger gets to his feet and de- 
livers a solar plexus such as that which 
he landed on | Poteau, Okla., last De- 
cember.

BAIL ALL 
LAW VIOLATIONS 


Takes Step in Drive 
Reduce Killings. 


BY J. L. JENKENS. 

Watch your’ speed! 

Chief Justice Harry Olson of the Mu 
nicipal court announced the second 
important judicial step in Chicago's 
determined campaign against autonao- 
bile speeders and reckless drivers yes- 
terday when he told members of the 
Affiliated Clubs of Chicago that ‘vio 
lators of traffic laws.will hereafter be 
required to furnish bail to insure their 
appearance in court. 

The affiliation, representing sixty- 
two civie and business organizations 
and some 225,000 of their members, 
‘went on record as endorsing the city- 
wide drive to prevent more than 600 
automobile deaths a year, passed @ 
resolution recommending the establish- 
ment of additional] traffic arteries lead- 
ing north and northwest and appoint- 
ed a committee to Investigate the status 
of the proposed widening of Michigan 
avenue from Qoosevelt road to Thirty- 
third ‘street.- 
| Demands More Courtesy from Police. 

Judge Olsén sounded a double warn- 
ing in connection with the safety drive, 
He demanded that police and park: of- 
ficers usé more courtesy in the treat- 
ment of automobile drivers and more 
discretion in making arrests for trivial 
offenses, . 

“ Speeders, drunks and reckless driy- 
ers in Chicago must be curbed,” de- 
clared the chief justice, “and strict 
and impartial punishment will stop 
them. The. court cannot act when 25 
per cent of the arrests slips issued. by 
the police are torn up before they reach 
the court. 

“I will place before the judges my 
plan which requires. every officer to 
take bail from the auto driver “he 
arrests. The driver, unless he «proves 
dangerous and disorderly, can give this 
bail by signing his name to the arrest 
slip and its duplicate, both numbered 
in the slip book. The arrest slip will 
then become'‘a public document tt
